Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the genera! nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In claim 8, lines 2-3. "the dye", "the photo" and "the curing" will be 
changed to — a dye — , —a photo — and — a curing -- (because there is no antecedent basis for "the dye", "the 
photo" and "the curing"). In claim 8, line 3, — and — will be inserted between "compound" and "10 to 20 parts" and a 
period will be inserted after "curing agent". In claim 8, lines 3-4, "and 1 to 20 parts by weight of the alkali-soluble 
resin." will be deleted (because this limitation is redundant to present claim 1).
